Advice being come hither, 
thar on the 18th General Reventlau forc’d the Lines 
of the Bavarians near Paffau and is advanc’d to 
Landfhnr, Collonel Santini who commands here, 
detach’d fome Troops that way. Count Reventlau 
having a Train of Artillery with him, ’tis believ’d 
he intends to befiege Schardingen. General Auffas 
is treating with the Deputies of Amberg abour the 
Contributions he has demanded of that Diftriét. Ge- 
neral Herbeville is entred into the Upper Palatinate 
with 1200 Men, and has already taken Furth; he 
is to be reinforc’d to 4500 Men. |

From the Danube, Auguft 30. General Herbeville 
having poflefs’d himfelf of Furth, is advanc’d to the 
little Town of Cham in the Upper Palatinate. Count 
Reventlau having bombarded. Schardingen and burnt 
down half of it, is retir’d back to Paffau. Part of 
the Bavarian Troops that were at Seefeld is march- 
ing to oppofe General Herbeville, and the reft are 
marching againft General Reventlau. General San- 
tini, who has now receiv’d into Ratisbon a Garrifon 
of 1200 Men, has taken entire Poffedion of that 
City and difarm’d the Inhabitants, having produced 
for that purpofe an Order faid to be fign'd by the 
Elector of. Bavaria.

Yefter- 
day Monfieur de Millon the Governour, and the 
Count de Lifle Brigadier who commanded the 
Regiment of Barois, went hence for France; and 
the Sick and Wounded confilting of 4 Captains, fevee 
ral Subalterns, and 60 Soldiers, were by the Duke 

- of Mariborough’s Permiifion fent the fame day by 
Water to Namur. The 2 Regiments that were in 
the Town of Huy during the Siege of the Forts and 
Caftie, return’d yefterday to the Camp, being re- 
liev'd by 2 Regiments of Durch which are to re- 
main there in Garrifon. Several Perfons arriv’d from 
Dinant report, that the French have blown up the 
Caftle, and are demolifhing all the Works in order 
to abandon that Place. The Enemies are now at 
Work, wich a great Number of Peafants and fome 
Regular Troops, in repairing and ftrengthening their 
old Lines berween Waffeyge and Orp le Grand, and 
their Army is extended towards the Lefc to cover 
their Workmen.

night che Troops commanded by Lieutenant General 


Somerfield, which were encamp’d on the other fide 


of the Mehain during the Siege of Huy, tepat'd 
that River, and yefterday Morning early the Army 
broke up, and after a March of fome hours, encamp'd 
the Right at Hannuye and the Left at Avenns.
